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Mushrooms for the Million. 

For the many ‘That is the prime 
aim of this page. One may say of 
the mushroom that it is one of the 
few dainties that everybody who has 
a cellar or an outhouse, a sunny 
paddock cr pasture, a space under 
the staging of a greenhouse, or a 
bit of waste land that is never under 
flood-water, can cultivate with very 
little trouble. Under each of the 
above circamstances there are two, 
or we may say three, essentials. 
‘hose are iresh spawn, fresh, clean, 
dry horsedung, and sweet loamy soil. 
For growing mushrooms in a very 
small way in an outhouse or a cellar 
as small a receptacle as an orange- 
box will serve, and if a more am- 
bitious attempt be desired strong and 
broad shelves all found the struc- 
ture, or even the floor, may be made | 
use of. The mushroom spawn is sold | 
by sundriesmen in cakes or bricks, 
one brick costing about 6d.,- or by | 
the bushel (5s.). One brick will | 
spawn one or two orange-boxes full. | 
The culture as to temperature de- | 
pends on getting the materials of the 
bed to ferment or heat. In boxes, | 
on shelves, or under the staging on | 
the floor of the greenhouse this is | 
brought about by mixing the horse- | 
dung and soi!l~one part of the latter | 
to two or three of the former— | 
thoroughly, and then pressing it down | 
very firmly into the box or bed until the 
layers reach a depth of in. A ferment- 
ing heat will soon get up in this, and 
a thermometer can be thrust into it 
and drawn out until it is observed 
that the heat is about 75deg. Then 
the spawn is to be put in in holes 
about Qin. apart. and 2in. or. din. 
deep. Break up the brick of spawn 
into pieces the size of a small egg, 
and put a piece into each hole. Jill | 
up the space left with some of the 
compost and press down firmly. 
After two weeks cover the whole 
surface- with fresh loamy soil to a 
depth of 2in., and then spread hay 
or straw over to the depth of Sin. 
Keep the temperature as even as 
possible, at about 55deg. In six 
weeks or so mushrooms may be looked 
for. The crop should continue for 
a month. It will last longest if an 
inch of fresh soil be spread over 
after the first crop is gathered, 
moistening the bed with hot water 
at 100deg. or so, and keeping on the | 
coating of hay, as at first. On the} 
open pasture the pieces of spawn can 
be tucked in under the turf to, say, 
2in. deep, and be firmly trodden 
down. When the turf is really hot | 
from the sun spawn placed into it 
thus will soon run or spread. Upon 
the bit of waste land the dry dung 
can be made up into ridges, like 
ridges for the bleaching of celery.

If the plants 
have a wall for a back-screen they 
are apt to get their foliage rubbed. 
Firm tying will avoid that damage. 
It is best to put stakes to the plants 
even when close to the wall and to 
secure the tops of the stakes to the 
wall. Gross growth is the bane of 
early crops. When the roots of the 


| plants are revelling in rich, light soil | ments of ripeness, into other ltaves, 


rampant growth is a sure result. It 
can be checked by restricting the 
rooting «rea. It can be further pre- 
vented by making the soil more firm 
and by withholding water. Restrict 
the roots, and fruit-forming sap will 
follow. It may be easily done by 
cutting into the soil all round the 
plant with a spade at about Qin. to 
12in. from the base. This crude, but 
most effective, plan. will at once sever 
the long, straggling roots, and will 
cause those at home to spread and 
ramify in the more immediate 
locality—just that which is desired. 
A good plan when training a lot of 
tomato plants to a south wall is to 
have a Jot of roofing slates ready, 
and, soon after planting-out, to sur- 
round each root base underground

autumn rains come on and sodden 
the soil, making the fruits that are 
swelling fast to ripeness crack their 
skins — root-flooding, in fact. The 
slates can be so laid over the root- 
surface as to keep it practically dry 
during iong-continued wet spells. The 
practice of denuding the plants of 
their lower leaves is to be delayed 
as long as possible. Every matured 
leaf cut off from a plant tends. to 
throw sap, which must contain ele-
